WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP). 
-—The Justice Department has 
been asked by the Office of Price 
Administration to take action un- 


“priority profiteers” who have in- 
creased prices of some chemicals 
from 100 to 400 per cent. 


Officials of the price adminis- 
tration said the offending con- 
cerns, numbering more than 40, 
were mainly brokers, many in 
business less than a year. They 
are charging exhorbitant prices, 
officials said, for commonly-used 
chemicals essential to the manu- 
facture of drugs, paints, textiles, 
dyes and plastics. A large part 
of their business is thought to be 
with small. users who fear more 
drastic priority restrictions and 
shortages and who feel compelled 
to buy at any price. 

Officials said they had received 
hundreds of complaints of exces- 
sive prices charged by such brok- 
ers and were receiying protests 
now at the rate of about 20 a day. 

Monopolistic Practices. 

* The Justice Department was 
asked to act under the Sherman 
anti-trust. law, officials said, be- 
cause many brokers were buying 
chemicals and storing....them.....in 
warehouses. They contended this 
amounted to an attempt to “cor- 
ner” a market and was a monopo- 
listic practice under the Sherman 
Act. 

S;okesmen from the CIO Tex- 
tile Workers’ Union said “bootleg- 
ging” of chemicals at high prices 
had been discovered in the textile 
industry. 

George Baldanzi, executive vice- 
president of the union, headed a 
delegation of employers and em- 
ployes in the cotton and rayon 
bleaching and dyeing industries 
who complained to Price Admin- 
istrator Leon Henderson last week 
of practices which they said were 
threatening the jobs .of 15,000 
workers. They protested against 
weavers holding cloth for higher 
prices and against dealers profit- 
eetring in chemicals needed for 
dveing. 

Prices Doubled. 

Baldanzi said a number of small 
dyers had attempted to purchase 
small quantities of essential chem- 
icals from their usual suppliers, 
only to be told that none was 
available. Later, he said, they re- 
ceived telephone calls from un- 


identified persons offering to sell 


the materials at prices nearly dou- 
ble prevailing quotations, 
Although the chemical situation 
is receiving first attention from 
the price administration, consider- 
ation is being given also to some 
metals. Henderson received one

LONDON, Sept. 22 (AP).—Brit- 
ish submarines, attacking a Medi- 


terranean convoy carrying Axis re- 
inforcements to Libya, were report- 
ed by the Admiralty today to have 
sunk two Italian liners and dam- 
aged a third—possibly all of the 
24,469-ton Vulcania class. 

The attack was said to have been 
made in mid-Mediterranean last 
Thursday.

Philippines, and the United States 
would take no further economic 
measures against Japan. 

The Konoye message, it was 
said, was entrusted to Kaname 
Wakasugi, Japanese Minister at 
Washington, who left Japan Sept. 
15 to return to his post. 

Japanese in Tokyo said they had 
no confirmation of the report. 


TOKYO, Sept. 22 (AP).—The 
Japan Chronicle of Kobe, an Eng- 
lish-language publication under 
Foreign Office control, said today 
there was reason to hope that 
“even at this late hour a satisfac- 
tory agreement may be reached” 
between Japan and the United 
States as a result of conversations 
in Washington. 

Basis for Agreement. 

The paper declared that any at- 
tempts to reach an agreement 
should be based on recognition of 
the fact that America, Britain and 
Japan are rivals in the Pacific. 

If Britain and America are de- 
termined on hegemony in the 
Western Pacific, then this rivalry 
would mean relentless antagonism, 
the Chronicle said, 

“But it so happens,” it added, 
“that both the United States and 
Britain have for some time de- 
clared they do not desire hegemo- 
ny but only seek to protect Far 
Eastern interests.” 

Domei news agency quoted the 
Tokyo newspaper Yomiuri as re- 
porting, however, that British 
plans for strengthening the encir- 
clement of Japan seemed un- 
changed. The newspaper was 
quoted as saying that the British 
line of defense linking Malaya, 
Burma and Hongkong was nearing 
completion and that newly estab- 
lished air bases, “packed with 
United States-made planes,” in- 

creased the threat to Thailand. 
“Fate of Russia Decided.” 

Domei quoted Dr. Tomio Naka- 
no, newspaper commentator, as 
saying in an article in Yomiuri 
that “the fate of the Soviet-Ger- 
man war already is decided. This 
also means the war between Brit- 
ain and Germany will be brought 
to an end soon.” 

British and United States aid to 
Russia was described in the article 
as “like transferring blood to a 
dying elephant.”

Series of Heavy Week- 


End Assaults Extends 


to Berlin—British Admit Loss of 
27 Craft. 


LONDON, Sept. 22 (AP).—More 
than 600 bombers and fighting 
planes were used against Germany 
and German-occupied ‘countries by 
the Royal Air Force in a 36-hour 
week-end offensive from which all 
but 5 per cent of the attacking air- 
craft returned safely, authorized 
sources said today. 

The raiders were reported to 
have blasted vital targets along 
the continental coast from France 
to Norway and to have ranged as 
far east as Berlin. 

Total British losses in the day 
and night assaults were put at 20 
fighters and seven bombers, four 
of which were reported shot down 
over Berlin, 

(The Germans said 29 British 
planes were destroyed in channel 
dogfights while the Nazis lost only 
one plane. 

(A Berlin radio Broadcast heard 
in New York said 65 British planes 
were shot down over the channel 
“in the last 24 hours,” with only 
three German losses. 

(The Nazis, hitting back at the 
British during the week end, re- 
ported that Southampton took a 
heavy pounding Saturday night. A 
communique said hits were scored 
on warehouses, docks and military 
objectives.) 

Bad weather over the continent 
forced the R. A. F. to mark time 
last night. 

A few German planes raided 
east and southeast coast points in 
England, but the Government said 
little damage was done and. only 
a small number of slight casualties 
was reported. 

The Germans put up the stiffest 
opposition encountered in weeks 
during mass British raids on North- 
ern France yesterday. 

The Air Ministry, reporting on 
increasing Nazi opposition, said 
numerous dogfights broke out dur- 
ing the Sunday attacks and that 24 


German craft were destroyed to 13 
British fighters lost. 

It made a point of the fact that 
not a single British bomber was 
lost in the raids which rivaled any 
yet carried out in daylight against 
the Nazi-held coast. 

R. A. F. bombers started fires 
at a power station at Gosnay, near 
Bethune, and penetrated as far 
inland as Lille, French industrial 
center, where rail facilities were 
bombed, 

Flight Lieut. Paddy Finucane of 
Dublin shot down five Messer- 
schmitts during the week end, it 
was reported.

Nazis Put British Plane Losses for 
Week at 93. 

BERLIN, Sept. 22 (AP).--DNB,

LONDON, Sept. 22.—Fascist in- 
ternees on the Isle of Man appar- 
ently do not agree with the view 
of the average Briton that life on 
that island, bathed by the Gulf 
Stream, is as near to paradise as 
is to be found in a war-torn world. 
Seven hundred rioted for nearly 
six hours when three of their es- 
caped fellow prisoners were re- 
captured last week, it ig reported 
authoritatively.

13° Ships in Two Atlantic: 
Convoys Destroyed by 
Submarines, S pe cia ! 


Communique Claims. 


BERLIN, Sept. 22 (AP).—A Ger- 
man military spokesman said to- 
night that 309,000 tons of British 
shipping or shipping in British 
service had been sent to the bot- 
tom by German submarines and 
speedboats in the last 10 days. 

“Despite Britain’s safety meas- 
ures the sinkings are increasing,” 
he declared. 

A special communique from the 
headquarters of Adulf Jcitler said 
U-boats had sunk 13 ships out of 
two Atlantic convoys and damaged 
another ship by a torpedo hit. It 
did not specify when the attacks 
occurred. 

Authorized sources announced 
the 6200-ton British tanker Sitala 
was sunk by bombers yesterday 
1000 miles west of the French 
coast and another merchant ship 


of about 1500 tons was reported 
bombed and severely damaged off 
the Danish-owned Faroes islands 
north of Scotland, 

The special communique said 
three escorting ships left one of 
the convoys to its fate. 

The communique follows: 

“U-boats attacked two enemy 
convoys and a singly-sailing mer- 
chant ship in the Atlantic. After 
hard fighting 13 heavily laden 
ships, including four tankers, of a 
total tonnage of 82,500 tons, were 
sunk and another ship damaged 
by a torpedo hit. Three escorting 
vessels evaded the attack, leaving 
the convoy to its fate.” 

The Nazis said yesterday that 
mass submarine operations which 
were credited on Sept. 13 with de- 
stroying 31 vessels in a single 
British convoy took place in “Ice- 
landic waters.” 

A DNB recapitulation of German 
submarine successes was the first 
news in Berlin that the German 
raids were in the vicinity of Ice- 
land, which is within the belliger- 
ent zone proclaimed by the Ger- 
man Government. (The American 
navy has orders to shoot at Ger- 
man raiders on sight in American 
defensive waters. President Roose- 
velt announced this in a radio ad- 
dress Sept. 11.) 

The recapit#lation covered sink- 
ings announéed during the week 
of Sept. 13 to 20 and gave losses 
in the period as 250,300 tons. The 
Sept. 13 announcement said 28 
ships and three warships were 
sunk in raids on the convoy.

(Travelers returning to Bern

The State National Life Insur- 
ance Co. of St. Louis, one of the 
two companies bidding for the re- 
insurance of the insolvent Central 
States Life Insurance Co., was per- 
mitted by Circuit Judge William B. 
Flynn today to amend its bid to 
reduce the profits State National 
would make under terms of its 
original bid. 

Before granting permission to 
make the change, Judge Flynn 
adjourned the hearing for several 
hours to permit representatives of 
the State Insurance Department to 
study i .tRay B. Lucas, retiring 
Insurance Superintendent, said 
after the intermission the change 
in the State National bid woul 
not alter his recommendation that 
the other bid, made by the newly 
formed Mutual Savings Life Insur- 
ance Co. of St. Louis, be accepted. 

State National’s offer to reduce 
the profits that would have result- 
ed under its original bid came 
after testimony Saturday by Charles 
M. Hanson, actuary for the State 
Insurance Department, who esti- 
mated State National would make 
a $447,000 profit under the original 
terms. 

The amendments eliminated a 
$250,000 advance on management 
fees with which State National 
would retire $100,000 in its stock 
in becoming a mutual company.

At the same time, United States 
Attorney Mathias F. Correa ob- 
tained a warrant for the arrest of 
Louis Kaufman, business agent of 
the Newark (N. J.) local of the 
Alliance, who he said had been 
missing since Aug. 14 when he was 
served with a grand jury subpena. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
John Burling said the records de- 
manded from Browne dealt with 
the collection and disbursement of 
a special 2 per cent assessment 
levied against the salaries of 125,- 
000 union members. 

Browne and William Bioff, West 
Coast labor leader, already have 
been indicted on charges of violat- 


ing the Federal anti-racketeering 
‘law in the alleged extortion of 
| $550,000 from four major produc- 
ers. 

In ordering Browne to appear 
before the grand jury, Judge Hol- 
land specified that he could not 
be questioned beyond the point of 
identifying the various books and 
records and entries in them. Coun- 
sel for Browne had asked to have 
the subpena quashed on the ground 
that it would require the union ex- 
ecutive to_testify against himself 
in a case pending before the court. 

“The United States Attorney,” 
said Browne’s lawyer, Martin Con- 
voy, “is using the grand jury 
process for the purpose of prepar- 
ing for trial in the Browne-Bioff 
case.” 

In reply, Correa said the grand 
jury was investigating “other mat- 
ters pertaining to the violation of 
the Anti-Racketeering Act, perhaps 
not unrelated to the subject matter 
of the indictment, but neverthe-

NEW YORK, Sept. 22 (AP).—

nies brought from the Internation- , 
al Longshoremen’s Union a @e- 
mand today that the United States 
Maritime Commission bring opera- 
tors and the Seafarer’s Union into 


immediate conference, 

The demand was made by Joseph 
P. Ryan, president of the AF. 
Longshoremen’s Union, to Rear 
Admiral Emory 8. Land, commis 
sion chairman. 

Ryan said the situation created 
by the commission’s requisitioning 
of three strike-bound Alcoa line 
freighters had placed the Long- 
shoremen in an “embarrassing pvo- 
sition.” . 

‘Allegiance’ Compels Work. 
Ryan told Admiral Land that the 
Longshoremen’s “allegiance to the 
Government compels them to load 
and discharge ships where non- 
union crews are being employed” 
Meanwhile, spokesmen for the 8. 
I. U. said general membership 
meetings would be held tonight in 
14 Atlantic and gulf ports to de- 
cide whether a strike call involv- 
ing 25 companies and about 20,(00 
seamen would be issued. 

John Hawk, union secretary, pre- 
viously had announced the strike 
threat and said that four mora 
newly-arrived Alcoa ships were 
strike-bound, bringing the total to 
20. 
These were listed by the union 
as the Pathfinder in Brooklyn, the 
Voyager in Mobile, Ala.; the Cut- 
ter in Norfolk, Va., and the Pa- 
triot in Tacoma, Wash. Informa- 
tion from Tacomm@m, however, said 
the Patriot was not docked there, 
and the Alcoa line in New York 
said the Patriot, a new ship ro 
cently chartered to the Grace Line, 
was en route from a South Ameri- 
can port to the Canal Zone and 
was not affected. 

Dispute Over Bonuses. 
The strike against the A!coa 
ships was called in a dispute over 
increased war-bonuses and bonuses 
on ships in West Indies waters. 
Capt. Granville Conway of the 
Maritime Commission, referring to 
ship strikes, said, “These ships 
are not going to lie here idle, you 
can bet your life on that.” 

The freighters Alcoa Banner and 
Trader sailed yesterday for Amer- 
ican bases in Bermuda and Trini- 
dad, manned by crews hired by 
the Maritime Commission at the 
prevailing wages of $90 a month 
for seamen and firemen and $100 
for oilers—without bonuses. 

The third requisitioned ship, the 
Alcoa Scout, was being loaded at 
Weehawken, N. J., and was ex- 
pected to sail on Wednesday, Capt. 
Conway said. 

He said the Government stands 
to make a profit by the operation 
of the three ships, inasmuch as the 
Alcoa Line, owners of the ships, 
will receive only a supervisory fee 
paid normally to a shipping agent, 
and whatever profit there might 
be will go to the Government. 


50 BRITONS REACH FORT KNOX

On Return Home, Group Will Act 
as Instructors In Use of U. S.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP). 
—The War Department announced 
today that 50 members of Britain's 
Royal Armored Corps had arrived 
at Fort Knox, Ky., armored force 
center, to study operation of Amer- 

ican tanks. 

Eight are captains, the depart- 
ment said, and the remainder are 
non-commissioned officers. The 
group will return to England as 
instructors in American tank op- 
erations upon completion of their 
work at Fort Knox. 

More than 500 American tanks 
have been delivered to Britain’s 
forces, chiefly those in the Near 
East, and the work of the instruc- 
tors apparently will be to teach 
members of Britain’s growing ar- 
mored corps how to run the Amer- 
ican vehicles. 


CITY TRUCK DRIVERS STRIKE 
FOR MORE PAY IN PITTSBURGH 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Sept. 22 
(AP).—Truck and equipment driv- 
ers for the city of Pittsburgh went 
on strike today for pay increases 
ranging from $5.50 to $8.20 a week 
despite City Council’s assertion 
that there was no allowance in the 
city’s budget for a wage boost this 
year.

“Dear Mr. Pres. ef the VU. S.

I’'d write to you telling how army 
life is out here. Some ideas con- 
cerning it. 

“If the army told us boys in 
each barracks to have a separate 
container in each barracks to put 
theid empty razor blads and tooth- 
paste tubes and Other steel and 
lead objects, it would help in na- 
tional defense. Put retread tires 
on any trucks & cars that are being 
used around camp. As on ma- 
neuvers they must be pretty good. 

‘The system we have out here 
for mess can’t be beat in any other 
army camp.

The food is better 
than I ate at home. 

“I’m learning something in school 
that would cost me at least 500 dol- 


lars if I was a civilian. I can’t 
see why some squak about it.

If you try hard enough and be a 
good soldier in time a rating comes 
your way. On top, the $10 raise 
everybody gets practically you'll 
be making as much as home. $40 
no food to pay for or clothing or 
board.

DENVER, Sept, 22 (AP).—For- 
meer Gov. Philip La Follette of 
Wisconsin proposes the impeach- 
ment of Secretary of the Navy 
Knox and Secretary of War Stim- 
son as the simplest means of keep- 
ing the United States out of the 
war. 

Speaking at an American First 
Rally last night, he declared that 
impeachment charges against the 
two should be that they are seek- 
ing to violate the constitutional 
guarantee that the nation cannot 
be taken into armed conflict ex- 
cept by a vote of Congress. 

“If this nation,” he said, “is 
taken into war by some smart 
alecky program of aid short of 
war, by trickery, I give warning 
that those like me, who plead for 
tolerance, will be as straws in the 
wind. 

“If by trickery and tortuous 
means, the constitutional provi- 
sion that Congress must decide 
whether this nation fights is set 
aside now, then there can come 
a time when the _ constitutional 
guarantees of free speech and re- 
ligious liberty can be set aside.”

10 Red Warships Hit Off Leningrad, 


Nazis Say

tured O6csel, fortified Russian 
island guarding the entrance to 
the Gulf of Finland, and to have 
silenced big guns of Kronstadt 
near Leningrad, making the Fin- 
nish gulf perilous for the Soviet 
fleet. 


(A Reuters dispatch to London 
from Stockholm quoted Finnish 
reports as saying that the Ger- 
mans now are attacking Dagoe, 
the fourth of the Riga Bay islands, 
now that they claim conquest of 
Oesel, Muhu and Vormsi islands, 
The Finns asserted officially they 
had recaptured Valamo and other 
smaller islands in the northern 
part of Lake Ladoga.) 

Operations East of Kiev. 


In the area east of Kiev where, 
the high command said, four 
trapped Russian armies are being 
cut up into small, isolated units 
and destroyed, Soviet attempts to 
break out of the tightening ring 
were reported repulsed. In one 
sector alone, informed sources said, 
the Russians lost 20 tanks, includ- 
ing six 52-ton cruisers and two oth- 
ers of 44 tons, 

The communique, which report- 
ed a mounting total of Russian 
prisoners, followed announcement 
yesterday of a series of military 
successes which appeared to have 
placed the Russian Black Sea na- 
val base of Sebastopol in grave 
danger and cleared vital sea lanes 
leading to Leningrad. 

It declared there had been a 
considerable addition to the 150.- 
000 Red troops already reported 
captured east of the Dnieper and 
Desna Rivers as well ag an in- 
crease in the booty. 


(The Berlin radio tonight report- 
ed the Russian army was attacking 
in the central sector “to relieve 
encircled Soviet troops.” The Reds 
were said to have suffered heavy 
losses in men and tanks.) 

Assault Troops Take Oe¢cesel. 

A special communique issued 
over the week-end reported that 
the islands of Oesel and Muhu off 
Estonia had been captured by Ger- 


man assault troops after bitter 
fighting, and today’s communique 
said the mopping up of the remains 
of the Soviet at Aresn- 
burg, capital of Ocesel, was under 
way. 

The threat to Sebastopol was 
disclosed with the week-end an- 
nouncement that Nazi troops had 
reached the Sea of Azov, thus ap- 
parently isolating the entire Crime- 
an ‘peninsula. | 

The Gergnans reached the Sea of 
Azov, the high command report- 
ed, after d¢rossing the broad 
reaches of the lower Dnieper near

DNB also said that Germans en- 
tering the Ukranian capital of Kiev 
last week had found “unimaginable 
devastation.” Red army troops 
were said to have carted off vast 
quantities of supplies, destroyed 
water and electric plants and 
blown up rail lines. 


REDS ADMIT FALL 
OF KIEV TO NAZIS 


MOSCOW, Sept. 22 (AP).—With 
Kiev lost, Russian defenders of 
Leningrad and Odessa were re- 
ported fighting on today taking 
heavy tolls of Axis besiegers as 


the war with Germany entered its 
fourth month. 


The fiercest combat on the whole 
front flamed around Leningrad 
where armament workers called 
on the Baltic’s port defenders to 
“win ‘or die.” As in besieged 
Odessa in the south, Leningrad’s 
defense ring of troops and militia 
called from the shops and facto- 
ries were reported holding their at- 
tackers to a_ standstill close to 
the city limits., 

An early morning communique 
acknowledged that Kiev, Russia’s 
third city and administrative cen- 
ter of the Ukraine, was yielded to 
the Germans “after many days of 
fierce fighting.” 


It was the first major capture 
for the Germans since they in- 
vaded Russia and a serious blow 
to the Soviet Union, but the city 
of 846,000 population was given up 
in accord with the Russian plan of 
keeping the Red Army on a fight- 
ing basis even at the expense of 
territory, Russians said. 

Stubborn Rear Guard Fight. 

Stubborn rear guard fighting 
was believed to have saved a large 
part of Marshal Semyon Budyon- 
ny’s defenders, who were reported 
falling back to the east to prepare 
for a German thrust at Kharkov, 
center of the industrial Donets 
Basin. 

The withdrawal became impera- 
tive after the Germans crossed the 
Dnieper to the north, swept down 
the river’s eastern bank and fought 
their way into the ring of fire 
about Kiev. 

The Germans hed announced 
Kiev’s capture last Friday through 
a “perfect example of Blitzkrieg” 
embodying all the weapons in the 
Nazi arsenal, but as late as yester- 
day the Russians said a life-and- 
death struggle still was being 
waged there over a battlefield lit- 
tered with Nazi dead. 


Russians Attack in Center. 


Balancing the Kiev setback in 
some measure was a report that 
the Red Army on the counter- 
offensive in the central sector had 
recaptured 32 villages and driven 
the Germans from a strong forti- 
fied line. 


The dispatch to the official army 
newspaper Red Star failed to indi- 
cate whether the attack was part 
of the counteroffensive in the 
Smolensk area or was farther 
south in an effort to reliéve pres- 
sure on Red troops about Kiev. 
(A Moscow radio broadcast heard 
in New York said Marshal Semyon 
Timoshenko’s central front army 
had smashed the Germans’ back 
12 more miles toward Smolensk.) 


In a stubborn and sanguinary 
battle, the Red Star account said, 
the Red Army inflicted a “serious 


} defeat” on the Thirty-fourth Ger- 


man infantry division and routed 
two battalions sent to reinforce it. 


Soviet artillery, airplanes and 
tanks were credited with a perfect- 
ly co-ordinated action in the battle. 
One tank unit was said to have 
driven far into the Nazi rear ranks 
and destroyed a battalion and a 
half of Germans. 


The midday communique report- 
ed tha’ stubborn fighting continued 
along the entire front during the 
night.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22 (AP).— 
Mayor F. H. LaGuardia, speaking 
as national director of Civilian De- 
fense, asserted today that Ameri- 
can defense production is not suf- 
ficient to defeat a Nazi plan of 
world conquest. 

Addressing the Office of Produc- 
tion Management’s first production 
clinic, LaGuardia told 102 holders 
of prime Government contracts 
and 1200 subcontractors that ful- 
fillment of the original defense 
program will not be enough. 

“If we can not do better than 
that it will be disastrous,” he said. 
“You all know that the President 
has asked for additional lease-leni 
appropriations and it is absolute 
ly essential that the program be 
speeded.” 

LaGuardia asked Army and 
Navy procurement officers present 
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“We must harness all our pro- 
ductive resources,” Odlum told the 
meeting. “Many millions of hours 
of usable machines are being wast- 
ed daily, while at the same time 
orders are in the hands of the 
machine tool industry that will 
take 18 months to fill. We 
shouldn’t wait for their comple- 
tion. We will need them as fast 
as they can be turned out, but we 
should use what we have on hand, 
too. Even the less efficient has 
its place. An idle tool and an 
idle man to operate it represent 
wasted defense opportunity.”

DR. FOREST Ht STALEY 


DR. F. H. STALEY DEES 
SURGERY PROFESSOR 


Infection Fatal to Authority 
On Snakes, Snakebite Treat- 
ment—-Was Scout Leader. 


Dr. Forest H. Staley, physician 
and/assistant professor of surgery 
at St. Louis University Medical, 
School, better known, perhaps, for 
his Boy Scout work and as an 
authority on snakes and snakebite 


treatment, died yesterday of strep- 
tocoecus viridans, an infection of 
the bloodstream, at Desloge Hos- 
pital. He was 56 years old. 

He became ill early in June at 
his home at Castlewood, on the 
Meramec River, and had been at 
the hospital gince then. He was 
not married, 

Dr. Staley, a short, wiry man, 
had been scoutmaster of Troop 98 
at St. Roch’s Catholic Church, Wa- 
terman boulevard and Rosedale 
avenue, since 1928 and had built 
it into the erack troop of this 
area. It is the only troop which 
has won the St. Louis Boy Scout 
Council’s “standard troop” award 
every year since the award was 
established 13 years ago. 

Headed Herpetological Society. 

A naturalist, he developed a keen 
interest in snakeg when the Snake 
House was built at the St. Louis 
Zoo in the early 1920s, and subse- 
quently became president of the 
St. Louis Herpetological Society. 
With his medical knowledge, he 
soon became an authority on snake- 
bite treatment. 

His most notable work in this 
field was early in 1929 when he 
helped save the life of R. Marlin 
Perkins, then curator of reptiles 
at the Zoo and now director of the 
Buffalo Zoo. Perkins had been bit- 
ten by a gaboon viper at the Zoo. 
No specific serum for such a bite 
was then available, but Dr. Staley 
directed the injection of several 
other varieties of serum and, with 
the aid of blood transfusions, pulled 
Perkins through. 

Dr. Staley subsequently did con- 
siderable research into the varieties 
of snake venom and the treatment 
of snakebites. The Zoo regularly 
referred all calls about snakebites 


| to him. 


Attended Jamboree. 

In 1929 Dr. Staley attended the 
Boy Scout’s international jambo- 
ree at Birkenhead, England, and

Ray said that Bean was a for- 
mer convict and Oklahoma offi- 
cials said a man of that name had 
served a term for burglary in the 
Granite reformatory. 

According to the patrolman, 
Bean drove off with Mrs. Bentz 
whom he compelled to stay in tae 
ear, after forcing Bentz and ais 
visiting girl friend, Miss Ruth 
Vore, 20, also of Columbus, from 
their automobile at Fort Knox. 

Ray classified Bean’s action as 
“kidnaping,” but said the motive 
was not determined. His version 
of the affair and that of Sergt. 
William Ballard of the Fort Knox 
police were similar.. 

The patrolman said that Bean 
was driving on the wrong side of 
the road when the car crashed 
head-on into an automobile con- 
taining Myers and three other 
young persons, all of whom were 
injured seriously. 

Bean had been dismissed as an 
employe at a filling station, near 
the tourist camp where Mrs, Bentz 
and Miss Vore were staying, Sat- 
urday night, for being intoxicated 
at work, Ray said. He had been 
living at Vine Grove, Ky., since

For that reason the article is ad- 
dressed to both peoples who must 
realize and at once, he says, that 
support for Russia is essential to 
their own salvation. 

Unused Capacity. 

Garvin, who is most careful with 
figures, estimates that at present 
Britain and the United States to- 
gether “are not yet employing as 
many hands or as much machinery 


®@ in the third Reich alone, without 
| speaking of auxiliary mining and 
manufacturing throughout subju- 
gated Europe.” There is much 
foolish talk, he thinks, of potential 
capacity to outproduce Hitler: 
“There may be, and at present 
there is, almost as much difference 
between latent capacity and real- 
ized power as between dream and 
performance.” Two fundamentals 
must always be borne in mind: 
“Russia's inexhaustible numbers of 
fighting men, Hitler’s grim pre- 
ponderance of fighting machines.” 

Garvin then turns to practical 
aspects. Britain must secure 
maximum production immediately 
and “nothing but large recruitment 
of women can meet the needs of 
factory power,” he says. 

On the American side, Garvin 
finds the fact that only 20 per 
cent of the American industrial 
effort is on war work—a figure 
given by American experts—most 
seriously disturbing. “To mobilize 
twice or thrice that percentage of 
capacity is the only means on earth 
of outproducing Hitler and win- 
hing both the war and peace.” 
Another beam in Britain’s eye, 
which Garvin notes in surveying 
American production, is the “medi- 
ocre purchase policy of the British

“We produced many tanks our- 
selves, but our losses in tanks on 
a 2000-mile front are great... your 
tanks will not be wasted. ... The 
sooner you send us tanks and the 
greater their number the earlier 
the Nazi hordes will be defeated.” 
Maisky Visits Factory. 
Maisky with his wife and mem- 
bers of a Russian military mis- 
sion visited a Midlands factory 
today and saw numbers of com- 
pleted and incompleted tanks, all 
bearing “V” (for victory) signs 
and greetings such as “Moscow 
here I come.” 

Mrs. Maisky named the first 
tank off the assembly line today 
the “Stalin.” Maisky expressed 
gratitude for “these excellent ma- 
chines.” 

The British cabinet was report- 
ed to have agreed to a éomprehen- 
sive plan for supplying Russia. 
The Daily Telegraph said the 
plan went “far beyond making 
good the enormous Russian wast- 
age of tanks and fighter planes.

REDS APPEAR TO LACK PLANES, 
TANK UNITS, SAYS MAJ. ELIOT 


Much Now Depends on Russian Ability to 
Counterattack in Time to Halt Advances 


on Kharkov and Crimea.

HE fall of Kiev to the Ger- 

mans marks the first German 

capture of a really important 
Russian center, but it is probably 
of greater propaganda value to 
Germany than of military conse- 
quence. The loss of the city had 
long been discounted on the mili- 
tary ledger, and German flanking 
thrusts to north and south had 
suggested that Kiev might prove 
untenable. Of much greater stra- 
tegic consequence are the two 
German advances across the Dnie- 
per, one from Kremenchug to Pol- 
tava directed toward Kharkov, and 
one across the lower Dnieper to- 
ward the Isthmus of Perekop, 
which connects the Crimean pen- 
insula with the mainland. 

These German advances, coupled 
with the loss of Kiev itself, tend 
to add to the probability, suggest- 
ed in an earlier article, that 
Marshal Budyonny chose to make 
a linear defense of the line of the 
River Dnieper, with the inevitable 
result that the Germans found 
weak spots and broke through. 
Much will now depend: on the abil- 
ity of the Russians to launch 
counterattacks, sufficient in force 
and equipment, in time to check 
the German advance on Kharkov 
and the Crimea. 

The Germans are claiming that 
the Russian reinforcements now 
being put in are inferior in quality, 
especially in equipment, to the 
first line troops already encoun- 
tered, and this, brings up .all the 
doubts which I have previously 
expressed as to Russian ability to 
keep up ‘the type of resistance 
with which they began the strug- 
gle. 


Question of Maintenance. 


Perhaps the most important of 
the factors in doubt is the question 
of maintenance. In the mechani- 
cal armies of today, this is of 
enormous importance, requiring a 
deep and efficient organization. 
Machines, such as airplanes, tanks, 
armored cars, mechanized artil- 
lery, and the plain ordinary mo- 
tor truck on which the efficiency 
of the whole depends, cannot be 
operated continuously under the 
heavy strain of war conditions 
without a maintenance organiza- 
tion complete in every detail. 
There must be maintenance per- 
sonnel as part of the fighting units 
themselves for immediate repairs; 
there must be mobile ordnance and 
quartermaster repair units with 
divisions and corps for heavier 
repairs; there must be repair parks 
with the line of communications; 
and finally the major repair 
depots, salvage dumps and other 


zone of the interior. The flow of 
damaged machines to the rear and 
replacements to the front make 
heavy demands on transportation. 
In this whole field of maintenance, 


will be superior to the Russians; 


Next comes the question of sup- 
ply and replacement in general, 
involving production, transporta- 
tion and distribution. Is the Rus- 
sian organization adequate in all 
these matters to keep replacing 
the heavy losses of the enormous 
Russian military establishment? 
Reports that Russian troops now 
fighting are inadequately equipped 
suggest there have been at least 
some failures and breakdowns, The 
insistent demands from all quarters 
for more American equipment for 
Russia, and British willingness to 
allot part of our none-too-great 
production for Russian needs, rein- 
forces this view. The very fact 
that the Russians are losing 
ground, that German mechanized 
movements appear to have greater 
freedom of action, hints at Russian 


eficiencies in armored troops and 


airplanes for counterattack pur- 


poses. 
Quality of Reserves. 


Finally is to be considered the 
quality and equipment of the Rus- 
sian reserve divisions. It is all 
very well to talk of a Russian army 
of 10,000,000 men; the question is, 
how many of these men can the 
Russian general staff put in the 
field in actual “fighting teams’— 
divisions and armored brigades— 
complete with everything neces- 
sary for active service? Otherwise 
these are just replacements for the 
existing divisions and other organi- 
zations, important in the sense of 
keeping these units up to strength, 
but incapable of forming’ effec- 
tive new units to replace those 
smashed up by the German at- 
tacks, 

The ability of the German army 
to keep up a sustained offensive 
effort is astounding. Over a wide 
front, from the Baltic to the Black 
Sea, with ever lengthening com- 
munications, the German army has 
managed to keep its offensive go- 
ing in one fashion or another. 
They are now stalled before Lenin- 
grad, on the central front, but they 
aré moving in the south and south 
center. It must not be forgotten 
that the Germans, too, have their 
problems of maintenance, supply 
and transportation; these prob- 
lems become increasingly difficult 
as they advance, and the decision 
to reinforce one front or another 
must be taken days, if not weeks, 
in advance. Hence the Russian 
situation is far from hopeless. The 
change in season will not stop the 
Germans, but it will increase their 
difficulties. It will, in short, make 
it easier for the Russians to stop 
them, 

The loss of Kharkov and the 
Donets Basin would be a heavy 
one to Russian industrial power. 
The loss of the Crimea would be a 
blow to Russian naval strength in 
the Black Sea. But neither 
these losses would prevent the 
Russians from going on with the 
war, and every advance the Ger- 
mans make increases their rear- 
area troubles. Nor must the Rus- 
sian guerrilla operations be for- 
gotten, 


Collapse Not Imminent. 


Altogether, the Russian situation 
may be assessed as one of serious 
gravity, without going so far as to 


say that a military or industrial 


collapse is imminent. The Russian 
administration and supply may not 
be as good as the German, but it 
has been surprisingly good in com- 
parison to the same services in the 
last war. It may prove to be good 
enough to keep the Russian armies 
in the field,

But her widowed mother has 
spoken against the flyer’s views 
in public meeting. And cousin 
Augustus Lindbergh of Atlanta has 
lent his Southern lawyer’s voice 
to the Fight for Freedom cause. 


The President’s Family. 


In the family of President Roose- 
velt, the debate has had an oppo- 
site effect. Elliott Roosevelt, who 
not long ago was questioning the 
acts of his father’s advisers in 
radio broadcasts from Texas, now 


wears in silence the uniform of 


the armed forces—as do the other 
Roosevelt sons. 


Not all the President’s associates 
have been so lucky with their 
families.

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AUTUMN HERALDED BY SMOKE. 

Coming downtown today, the last day of summer, 
St. Louisans were greeted by a condition whose ap- 
pearance they had almost forgotten.* There was a 
smoke pall—not an inky, sooty Black Tuesday shroud 
over everything, but nonetheless a very definite gray 
pall. 

All inspectors of the Smoke Commissioner's office 
were early in the streets. As they telephoned re- 
ports to the City Hall, it became obvious that the 
pall represented partly a slow drift of accumulated 
smoke from the East Side. Here it was intensified 
by industrial plants which were firing up cold fur- 
naces after an idle week end. 

Even when equipped with mechanical devices, cold 
furnaces may belch smoke for a time. If wind and 
weather conditions are unfavorable, an early morn- 
ing pall is likely. In an effort to avoid such dis- 
turbing occurences in the future, large consumers of 
soft coal will be requested to burn smokeless fuel 
when warming up their furnaces. 

Of course, downtown St. Louis will have to put up 
with a certain amount of East Side smoke from 
time to time. Howgver, if we do not add to it, this 
can be dismissed a relatively minor nuisance. 
It was no more than that last winter, and, unusual 
weather conditions excepted, it need be no more this 
year, 

The fact that en the eve of autumn there was a 
smoke cloud need not be taken as a bad omen. It is 
just one of those things, 

AN APPOINTMENT GOV. DONNELL SHOULD MAKE. 

The death of a soldier umder the wheels of a hit- 
and-run car, near Rolla, is a grim reminder that 
the traffic gituation continues to be a serious prob- 
lem on Highway No. 66 in the vicinity of Fort Leon- 
ard Wood. The sorry news which must go to the 
relatives of this 20-year-old soldier in Detroit is 
not that he died in his country’s service, but that 
he was run down on a congested highway near his 
camp, by an automobile which did not stop. 

As this carnage goes on, the surest means for 
enforcing safety regulations around Fort Wood and 
elsewhere over the State highways—the Missouri 
Highway Patrol—continues to have only an acting 
head. This is no reflection on Capt. W. J. Ramsey, 
the Acting Superintendent. As commander of Troop 
B, with headquarters at Macon, Capt. Ramsey estab- 
lished an excellent record for efficiency and safety. 
Yet, so far as is known, he may be replaced at any 
moment. This uncertain situation inevitably affects 
the operation of the understaffed patrol. 

Gov. Donnell has had his hands full and he can- 
not be blamed for having postponed certain decisions 
which he felt could wait while he handled more 
pressing issues, It is apparent now, however, that 
the appointment of a full-fledged Superintendent of 
the State Highway Patrol is a present and urgent 
duty.

Or 
would it not be indisputable proof to them that 
the supposedly sincere vows of America's unflinch- 
ing opposition to Hitler were but tinkling cymbal 
and sounding brass? 


HIGH PRICE OF THE RIGHT TO WORK. 

Representative Clare E. Hoffman, Michigan Re- 
publican, has introduced a bill which would out- 
law the collection of union dues and initiation fees 
as a condition for obtaining and retaining jobs. 

This bill propeses a regulation se sweeping that 
it will probably not receive serious consideration. 
¥et it is directed at a notable evil in the labor field 
today. Not all by any means, but ail too many 
labor unions are charging ali the traffie will bear 
for the privilege ef union membership and the op- 
portunity to work in defense projects. Indeed, in 
some places, a rapid turnover in workers is encour- 
aged for the sake of swollen revenue from initia- 
tion fees. 

If organized labor reads the handwriting on the 
wall, if it will listen to the eomplaints which are 
being raised in the army training camps; it will stop 
this gouging of workers at a time when speed and 
unity are chief élements in the defense program— 
or else. s } .

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NO FREE CHOICE FOR BULGARIA. 

Winston Churchill, in a radio broadcast last Feb. 9, 
gave this advice to Bulgaria: 

I remember in the last war, in July, 1915, we 
began to think that Bulgaria was going wrong, 
so Mr. Lloyd George, Mr. Bonar Law, Sir F. B. 
Smith and I asked the Bulgarian Minister to 
dinner to explain to him what a foel King 
Ferdinand would make of himself if he were to 
go in on the losing side. It was no use. The 
poor man simply could not believe it, or could 
not make his Government believe it. So Bul- 
garia, against the wishes of her peasant popnia- 
tion, against all her interests, fell in at the 
Kaiser’s tail and got sadly carved up and pun- 
ished when the victory was, won. 

I trust that Bulgaria is not going to make the 
same mistake again. If they do, the Bulgarian 
peasantry and people, for whom there has been 
much regard, both in Great Britain and in the 
United States, will for the third time in 30 years 
have been made to embark upon a needless and 
disastrous war. 

Bulgaria apparently is not going to take this ad- 
vice, since King Boris is reported to have decided on 
taking his country into the war on the side of the 
Axis. However, it is scarcely a matter of free choice 
any longer. Bulgaria is so largely under Nazi 
dominance that its King must jump when Hitler 
cracks the whip. 

Creation of a strong Balkan federation might 
have meant a different story, but the Nazis have 
utilized Baikan disunity and weaknesses so success- 
fully that now, when they need a few more divisions 
to follow up their victories against Russia in the 
Black Sea area, they can virtually order the Bulgar- 
ians into the war. Bulgaria, for generations a pawn 
in the struggles of greater, more powerful nations, 
is continuing its traditional role. 
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A SATISFIED PRIVATE SOLDIER. 

Into the widespread talk of low morale in the 
army, the letter of an unidentified private soifier 
at Chanute Field, at Rantoul, Ill., comes like a re- 
freshing breeze. He isn’t complaining; instead, he 
enjoys army life, this satisfied soldier says in a let- 
ter quaintly addressed to “Dear Mr. Pres. of the U. &. 
Commander in Chief of Army & Navy.” But if the 
letter-writing style isn’t all that an English teacher

might desire, there is no question about itg sincerity | 


For, this 
soldier says, “I’m learning something in school that 
would cost me at least 600 dollars if I was a civilian.”

They filed an ap- 
plication for the Creve Coeur praject, 
listing 2135 acres to be embraced in the 
program, and asking for $1,350,000 to start 
the ball rolling. The application is clear 
on that point—it is only to get the project 
started. No estimate is given as to how 
much it would eventually cost to complete 
it. 

Four weeks ago, the News-Times was op- 
posed to the idea of trying to make a park 
out of Creve Coeur even before a plan had 
been worked out. We are more opposed to 
it now that it has been put on paper, for the 
application itself discloses elementary weak- 
nesses. 

One is the amount of money asked to 
start work on a mud puddle. That is the 
condition of Creve Coeur Lake now, for the 
application states it.is badly silted and’that 
one of two dams that will have to be built 
will be needed alone to control ‘new silt 
coming in. 

Another is the fact that $1,350,000 is 
asked only as a starter, with no estimate of 
what eventually might be asked or de- 
manded to save earlier investment. 

Still another is that it is a project of the 
County Court alone. No other organization 
or individual is identified with it. The appli- 
cation is signed by Presiding Judge Clifford 
Corneli. He was empowered to do that by 
resolution offered by Associate Judge Henry 
W. J. Rott. The application was drawn by 
the County Court’s own attorney, County 
Counselor Erwin Vetter.

CHICAGO,, Sept. 22 (AP).—The 
anti-social effects df city living is 
beginning to drive people farther 
and farther away from the big 
centers of population, 

Dr. Ernest W. Burgess of the 
University of Chicago declared te- 
day the effect of living too close 
together is a “subversive” influ- 


like turtles, draw their heads with- 
in their shells, become anti-socia! 
and adopt a cynical attitude toward 
their neighbors and life in gen- 


eral. 

Speaking before a meeting of the 
University’s fiftieth anniversary 
celebration, Dr. Burgess said that 
to some degree the environment of 
city living is undermining the spir- 
it of the American people. ~ 

A girl from a farm or a smail 
town soon ioses her spirit of 
friendlinéss and thoughtfulness for 
other people and becomes rude and 
inconsiderate, he said. Whether 
she is a clerk,’ garment worker, 
stenographer or executive, she soon 
puts on her “New York face,” her 
“Chicago face,” her “St. Louis 
face” or any other artificial phys- 
iognomy which suits the environ- 
ment in which she lives. 

As the result of adopting such 
expressions, the city girls lessen 
their chances of getting a husband 
and the men who adopt the sanie 
attitude toward life become rude, 
thoughtless, and equally unattrac- 
tive to the girls, Dr. Burgess said. 
Many of them purposely hide be- 
hind an artificial mental barrier 
which they call “sophistication” 
but which is known as “mental in- 
ertia” by sociologists, ° 

Such cynicism and withdrawal 
from society, he asserted, “are sub- 
versive because they undermine 
and destroy the fabric of social 
relations which ‘make up society.”

ROOSEVELT MESSAGE 
ON JEWISH NEW YEAR 


Rabbi Wise Reads Greetings 
From President Over 
Radio.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt, in a Jewish 
New Year’s message yesterday 
called upon the nation to rededi- 
cate itself “to the task which lies 
before us in order that all peoples 
may live as equals.” His message 


was read by Dr. Stephen S. Wise, 
noted Jewish leader, in a radio 
broadcast sponsored by the United 
Jewish Appeal commemorating the 
opening of the year 5702 in the He- 
brew ‘calendar., 

The text of the President’s mes- 


e: 
“At this tragic hour in modern 
civilization, I extend to the Jewish 
people of America my sincere 
greetings for the new year, in the 
confidént hope that the temporary 
darkness which appears to encom- 
pass the world shall not extinguish 
the light of liberty and the bless- 
ings of gpeace and freedom. Ac- 
cordingly, witlt a united devotion 
to the just cause of tolerance and 
peace, we must rededicate our- 
selves to the task which lies before 
us in order that all peoples may 
live as equals.” 

Rabbi Wise said that the 
world must not become weary of 
hearing of the plight of the Jews, 
adding that while only 6,000,000 of 
150,000,000 persons captive to Adolf 
Hitler are Jews, their suffering 
must be of concern to the whole 
world because: 

“Hitler has sought the destruc- 
tion of the world, not merely as an 
end in itself, but as a means of 
creating division, confusion and in- 
ternal strife within the ranks of 
men and women who would other- 
wise stand united and strong 
against his assault.” : 

Dr. Wise expressed hope that in 
the new year “our Christian neigh- 
bors” would recognize “that the 
assault upon the Jews or any other 
racial group represents a smoke 
screen for =< much more concerted 
‘attack upon all of the institutions 
of democracy and freedom.” 

Secretary of State Hull issued a 
message of greeting to American 
Jews. It said: 

“At this season of the observance 
of the Jewish New Year, I desire 
to extend my'cordial greetings to 
Americans of the Jewish faith. I 
fervently hope that the blessings 
of Providence may bring cheer 
during the coming twelvemonth to 
this esteemed and loyal group of 
our fellow citizens.”

Counsel for Former Ford 
Executive Concedes Pro- 
duction Figures Were 
Given to Woman. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22 (AP). — 
Defense counsel today conceded 
that Edmund Carl Heine, former 
Ford Motor Co. plant manager, 
turned over to a woman who later 
confessed to being a German spy 
extensive data regarding produc- 
tion of American planes and their 
delivery to Britain. 

“The defendant makes no ques- 
tion of the fact that he mailed 
these to Miss Stein,” announced 
George Gordon Battle, Heine's 
counsel, handing a sheaf of papers 
to the court clerk. 

Lily Stein was among 17 who 
have pleaded guilty to an indict- 
ment charging espionage conspir- 
acy. Heine, with 15 additional de- 
fendants, is on trial. 

Signed With Alias. 

The voluminous description of 
production—in which virtually ev- 
ery large airplane factory in the 
eountry, its production and its de- 
liveries of planes both for Ameri- 
@an and British use were listed— 
gvere written and signed “Hein- 
rich,” a Heine alias, in June and 
puly, 1940. 

Also placed in evidence were 
Messages sent by a secret Long 
Island radio station to Hamburg, 
asking the Gestapo how it wanted 
the accounts delivered. A reply 
from the Hamburg station told 
spies here—who had been operat- 
ing unwittingly under the eyes of 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
counterespionage agents—to “de- 
liver raw materials” to H, Duarte 
in Lisbon. It suggested that agents 
aboard the United States liner 
Manhattan could carry the contra- 
band. . 

On July 1, 1940, the messages in- 
dicated, “Heinrich” set forth that 


' American armed forces had re- 


leased 2170 planes to Britain dur- 
ing the first five months of the 
year and the types, including en- 
gine design, were listed. 

Planes in Storage Listed. 

The same paper said 140 planes 
were stored in warehouses await- 
ing steamship facilities and set the 
“sross total supplied and ordered” 
on June 30, 1940, for delivery as 
10,400 aircraft. 

The paper said manufacturers 
expected a 300 per cent increase in 
business in 1940. 

Another paper, mailed by “Hein- 
rich” from Detroit on June 19, 
1940, described in several thousand 
words technical aspects of the 
structure and performance of com- 
mercial stratosphere planes. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
T. Vincent Quinn produced papers 
listing the production of more than 
100 aircraft, engine and equipment 

Bfactories throughout the country. 
In minute detail, various types of 
military and commercial aircraft 
and motors were described. 

John S. Bugas, agent in charge 
of the F. B. L office in Detroit, 
Mich., testified tnat he arrested 
Heine at the latter’s home, in 
Royal Oak, Mich., on June 28, 
1941.

flict with bayonets, such as report- 
ed from Odessa. 


If all that was necessary to halt 
this rush was courage and willing- 
ness ‘to die, it’ would have been 
stopped, but indications are that 
the Reds are suffering from a 
great shortage of supplies and 
equipment. In particular do they 
need tanks and warplanes, with- 
out which they cannot stand up 
against the Nazi avalanche. 


The Nazis claim to have réached 
the Sea of Azov and cut the Cri- 
mea off entirely from the main- 
land. This peninsula, on which 
lies the naval base of Sebastopol, 
is the main seat of Russian naval 
power in the Black Sea. Were it 
incapacitated it would be a grave 
threat to Soviet control of this 
vital inland water. 


I have indicated previously the 
German strategy in this drive, but 
it is worth emphasizing in view 
of its great importance. If you 
will look at your maps you will 
see that Hitler is trying to move 
his armies eastward through the 
sector north of the Sea of Azov, 
so that he can turn southward into 
the Caucasus. 


' Meanwhile, the Nazis have col- 
lected naval vessels in Bulgarian 
ports with the idea of driving 
across the Black Sea and making 
a landing in the Caucasus so as to 
co-operate with the German forces 
of the north. At the same time it 
is said that Berlin is putting 
heavy pressure on Turkey to grant 
the Axis passage of Italian war- 
ships and supply vessels through 
the Dardanelles to participate in 
this great operation. 


» Indications are that Turkey will 
have to decide in the immediate 
future whether it is going to cast 
its lot with Germany or with Eng- 
land. Probably the course of the 
fast moving Ukraine battle will 
have much to do with its decision. 

Bulgaria is going through all the 
gestures suggestive of active par- 
ticipation in the war, with an at- 
tack on Turkey. King Boris is 
reported to be en route to consult 
Hitler. The turks have a hard 
choice to make. 


The Bolshevists presumably have 
prepared positions to which they 
can fall back gradually in the 
Donets Basin and still farther back 
along the Don River which lies 
across the entrance to the Cau- 
casus. Predictions as to whether 
they can stand the Nazis off are 
futile, since we don’t know the 
extent of the admittedly grave 
shortage of equipment. 


If the Russians cannot stem 
the rush to the Caucasus, they still 
may be able to form a line along 
the Volga and thus continue the 
war next spring.

A FEW YEARS from now this problem won't exist, be- 
cause we will either have become accustomed to terrific taxes, 
or the Government will take it all and we'll have nothing to 
worry about. But right now the suddenness with which we 
have been so severely taxed has most of us completely staggered. 
It’s hard for us to remember that we have a silent partner now 
who gets a huge share of the profits. My belief is that the 
Government shouldn’t be so silent, but should do everything 
possible to keep reminding us that he is our partner and is 
going to get his share even if he has to take it ou* of what 
we have already spent. The Treasury Department could help 
by changing the style of the dollar bill. It should have a glar- 
ing warning printed across the face of it—some slogan that 
would leap out at you whenever you went to spend a dollar.

THE COLOR OF bills should be changed, too. Green and 
orange are much too gay. Bills should be a somber gray with a 
black border to remind us at all times that death and taxes 
are inevitable. Here’s another way the Government could make 
most of us feel better about saving what we have to save: It 
could require that newspapers print the tax tables in reverse 
order. As it is now the papers print a table that shows the 
small incomes and probable taxes on top, and works down to 
the big incomes. They should be turned right around so that 
the first thing that would strike the eyes would be the taxes 
that a man with a net income of $5,000,000 has to pay. It hap- 
pens to be $3,923,124. The psychological effect on the average 
taxpayer would be terrific. He would be so pleased at not 
having to get together $3,923,124 between now and March that 
he would start to smile.

Cites Injuries 
From Football

OW that the 1041 fotball sea- 
son is getting started and prob- 
ably only a few deaths or per-— 
manent injuries for life have oc- 
curred, it may have some precau- 
tionary value to recall some of the 
details of the 1940 season. 
In a previous article I empha- 


‘ sized that it was particularly haz- 


ardous for boys of grade school 
and high school age to play foot- 
ball because their bones have not 
finished development and they are 
especially liable to permanent in- 
jury. Here are some examples: 

A boy, 7 years old, in Minneap- 
olis, suffered a fractured collar 
bone in a football game. A 9-year- 
old in San Bernardina, Cal., had 
his left arm fractured. A 10-year- 
old in Oklahoma suffered a severe 
neck injury. A 10-year-old at Be- 
loit, Kan., had his leg broken, An 
li-year-old, at Kearney, Neb., had 
a leg broken near the ankle. A 
13-year-old in Seattle had a brok- 
en jaw. A 17-year-old boy in Wis- 
consin suffered a ruptured kidney. 
A boy (age not recorded) had a 
broken thigh. ‘ Three other frac- 
tured legs at the ankle, one in- 
volving both leg bones in boys 
under 14. A Kansas youth had 
some of his teeth knocked out.

A HIGH SCHOOL boy found 
football is a rough game because 
after a scrimmage he found some- 
one had taken a bite out of his 
finger.

Normal Child is Never Well-Behaved 


But He Usually Grows Up to Be Success Despite Parents, Not Because of Them, Says Psychologist.

é6 ROBABLY at one time or 
P another most parents have 
considered their offspring 
with embarrassment, if not actual 
consternation,” writes Dr. Bert I. 
Beverly. “No doubt they have 
wondered how they could ever 
have achieved such irregular 
beings and, now that they have 
achieved them, what they could 
do to mold them into members of 
civilized society.” 


A psychologist and physician, 
Dr. Beverly is pretty well ac- 
quainted with the child-rearing— 
and hair-raising — problems that 
take precedence over golf scores, 
bridge hands, and household bills 
as subjects of family discussion. 
As head of the behavior clinic 
in the pediatrics department of 
Rush Medical College, University 
of Chicago, and chairman of the 
Mental Health Committee of the 
American Academy of Pediatrics, 
Dr. Beverly meets a variety of 
baffled and bewildered parents, 
and in his recently published book, 
“In Defense of Children,” he passes 
out some of his most salient bits 
of advice. He tells, and bluntly, 
what every parent should know. 


With more pity than censure, 
Dr. Beverly dwells most on what 
he considers the chief weak spot 
in parents, the fact that they do 
not treat their children as children. 
Modern parents may not expect 
their offspring to be little plas- 
ter saints, but most of them want 
them to be “good” children and 
fee] they are abnormal when cer- 
tain nastier phases of human na- 
ture crop out. 


Most of them are like the moth- 
er who was horrified when her 
6-year-old son addressed an elder- 
ly gentleman as “Old Funny Face.” 

“What kind of a mother will 
people think I am”? she wailed. 

“Distress in such situations,” Dr. 
Beverly explains, “is due not to the 
child but to the parents. They have 
little conception of what the nor- 
mal behavier of children is. They 
have no understanding of the mind 
of a child at each age 
hood. Normal behavior should be 
understood as well as normal 
health and normal intelligence. 


“Our failure to understand is 
caused by three conditions: first, 
We are adults; second, we have 
forgotten our own childhood and 
ourselves as children; third, chil- 
dren are a distinct type*of human 
being.” 


“But, Doctor,” parents ask, “don’t 
you think that a child should be 
taught to act like a lady or a gen- 
tleman, to be honest, just and altru- 
istic? How will children ever 
learn to think and act properly if 
we do not teach them while they 
are young?” 

“The answer to the first question 
is a decided no,” says the doctor. 
“The implication of that query is 
as unreasonable as would be that 
of the question, ‘Should not children 
be taught to pilot airplanes?’ The 
child is equipped to act neither in 
daily life nor in the skies as an 
adult. In reply to the second ques- 
tion, I would say that it is not nec- 
essary to force boys and girls to 
act like men and women in order 
to be assured that they will behave 
well when mature. Children grow 
up to be successes in spite of the 


strenuous efforts of parents more 
often than because of them. 
“Society unwittingly sets out to 
change almost everything that is 
normal in the emotional life of a 
baby,” he continues. “In the eyes 
of most adults every normal re- 
sponse of the infant should not 


merely be ignored, but changed or 
completely suppressed, Ig the baby 


allowed to eat when he is hungry? 
Of course not; he must eat when 
the doctor decides he should. If he 
does not eat as much food as

adults think he should, what hap- 
pens” An attempt is made to force 
him to eat. 

From babyhood through adoles- 
cence, affairs go from bad to 
worse. Normal qualities displayed 
scarcely make parents happy, 
since, “normal children will always 
track in mud, scratch the furniture, 
break windows, make noise, fail to 
replace father’s tools, run across 
the wet lawn, upset the milk at 
the table, wipe their dirty hands 
on the towels, and throw their 
clothing on the floor. Normal chil- 
dren are like that. 


“Every teacher and parent would 
prefer clean, well-behaved chil- 
dren,” Dr. Beverly admits, “but 
normal children are not like that. 
A psychiatrist is worried when he 
finds a 9-year-old boy who is hon- 
est, obedient, truthful and consid- 
erate of others because these are 
abnormal qualities for a boy of 
that age.” 

Adolescents are normally lazy, 
defiant of authority, and too inter- 
ested in the opposite sex. They 
should be encouraged to assert 
their independence. Hate, jealousy 
and selfishness are also among the 
less lovely but more normal child- 
hood traits, and the sooner parents 
recognize that fact the simpler it 
is for them to help their ch:ldren 
grow. up and make satisfactory ad- 
justment to the world, Instead of

preaching on brotherly love, par- 
ents should say frankly, “You hate 
your brother at times because he 
is getting the attention you want. 
It is impossible for you to have it. 
You have a brother and he is here 
to stay. He has as much right here 
as you have and you have as much 
right as he has. You are both smart 
and as far as your mother and fa- 
ther are concerned, you are the two 
finest youngsters in the world.” 
e &2: 2 

ESIDES too-great expectations, 
Bitere are other typical parental 

errors. Mothers, while they 
should gain satisfaction from watch- 
ing babies grow up, often do not. 
Fathers want to carry the big 
stick, and boast that they can 
“get results” at their office through 
force, not recognizing that children 
cannot be reared by intimidation. 
Parental conflicts often enter in, 
when the “child is used as a foot- 
ball for the expression of differ- 
ences between parents.” 

Parents often try to force inter- 
ests on a child, usually their own 
suppressed interests. They put too 
much weight on little things, the 
“Thank you, mother” and “Excuse 
me, mother” signs of respect. They 
place obedience above everything 
else, like the father who said at 
the conclusion of a lengthy discus- 
sion, “Doc, I'll do everything you 
suggest excepting one thing—when 


I speak to that kid he is going to 
say, ‘Yes, father,’ or I'll knock him 
cold.” 

Along with an understanding of 
“normal behavior,” actually an un- 
derstanding of psychiatry, parents 
should know the best ways to in- 
struct children. Children normally 
imitate their parents and accept 
their ways as models, hence, “par- 
ents may best develop good habits 
in their children by displaying 
them themselves.” In communities 
where adults enjoy late parties, a 
10 o’clock curfew cannot be forced 
upon the younger generation. Be- 
sides example, praise and confi- 
dence are potent means of instruc- 
tion. “The more praise children 
are given, the more they will try 
to please adults by doing what is 
expected of them,” Dr. Beverly 
writes, 

There are those who ask: “Why 
should we change our attitude to- 
ward children? I was reared ac- 
cording to the old-fashioned meth- 
ods, etc., etc.” For them Dr. Bev- 
erly has a definite answer. “Old- 
fashioned methods” is an ambigu- 
ous term, conveying little meaning, 
for one thing. Moreover, it would 
be impossible to duplicate the con- 
ditions of their youth even if 
known in detail. Furthermore par- 
ents might concede that there was 
room for improvement. 

But aren’t young folks terrible 
these days? What is the world 
coming to?” adults ask. Dr. Bev- 
erly has an aswer for them, too. 

“Such wails have been made by 
every generation since organized 
society began to record conditions,” 
he says. “These remarks might be 
looked upon as the first sign of 
senility. Will ever a generation of 
adults ‘get wise’ to itself? Probably 
not for a long time, not until we 
cease to see children through the 
eyes of adults and begin to get 
pleasure from watching them grow 
up.”

classroom time, is lost to the 

pupils in your school by inter- 
ruptions from the office, the civic 
associations, the various boards for 
this cause and that? If yours is the 
usual school you will be aston- 
ished to find how much of this in- 
terruption there is, and how much 
it costs the children in terms of 
study and work and growth. 

The school is usually the best- 
organized social machine in the 
community. The teachers are 
trained and disciplined and have a 
fine sense of duty. The head of 
the school is a fine administrator, 
director and organizer. What is 
easier than to use this splendid 
machine for the special purpose of 
the benevolent group in search of 
help? 

All kinds of drives head toward 
the schools. They are usually fine 
in motive, useful socially, but they 
cost the children classroom time; 
they take the teachers’ time and 
strength from their work. They 
disrupt the school’s valued rou- 
tine, They cost the children more 
than the community gains in other 
ways, 


H cus much of the school time,

When necessity demands, the 
school, being a part of the life of 
the community, must fall in line, 
but too often somebody’s pet proj- 
ect is viewed in the light of a ne- 
cessity and the school’s power 
levied upon accordingly. Collections 
of money, clothing, suppliés for 
this group and that, take the teach- 
ers’ time and absorb the children’s 
energy and interest. 


When a teacher has to collect, 
count, pack, label, ship and make 
up accounts, she cannot teach. If 
the work asked of her is of more 
iniportance than the progress of 
her pupils, well and good, But when 
is it? Why does not the associa- 
tion in charge do the work and 
keep out of the children’s way? 

Collections fron’ schoo] children 
are a great burden on teachers 
and parents. First there is the 
competition of the well-to-do chil- 
dren among themselves, and then 
among those less well-to-do. That 
kind of feeling—“I gave 10 cents 
and you brought only a penny—” 
fe devastating. Good —

feeling.

This bidding occurred at several 
tables and, indeed, on two occa- 
sions when North opened with one 
club, South persisted to a grand 
slam in hearts. As a matter of 
fact, a small slam contract was 
fulfilled at two tables, but only 
because East was not on his toes. 

West opened a spade. The ace 
won, and declarer stripped the 
spades and diamonds from dum- 
my, after throwing a club on the 
diamond king, and then led the ace 
and a low club. Although it was 
certainly easy to see what was go- 
ing on, two Easts lacked the fore- 
sight, or judgment, to throw the 
club king on the ace, thus avoid- 
ing the end-play. When the club 
king was foolishly re‘ained, East 
had to return a heart or a spade 
which permitted declarer to dis- 
card his club while ruffing in the 
dummy. 

On the combined holdings, how- 
ever, a slam certainly should not 
have been bid. That it was bid 
was due almost entirely to the 
opening club bid and the fact that 
South then thought he had an ex- 
cellent “fit” with the North hand. 
It would have been far wiser on 
North’s part to start out with one 
no trump, or even one diamond. 
A three card minor suit to the 
A-K-10 is certainly better than a 
four card minor to the seven spot. 
Partner will not be so misled; at 
least, he finds the tops of the suit 
advertised. 

Players will do well to remember 
that a club bid is not a cure-all 
for bidding troubles.
